WORRIES 
THE 
WHISKY MEN. 


Invited to W alk Up to the Collector's O f 
flee and Pay That Little Tax — 
A Ruling of G reat 
Interest. 


W a sh in g to n C ity , Aug . 17.—Mr. Miller, 
commhndouer of internal rev enue, Friday 
teleg raphed to all rev enue collectors who 
hav e been receiv ing transportation bonds in 
whiob the time specified for deliv ering the 
spirits at the port of ex portation ex ceeds 
thirty day s that they are not to receiv e such 
bonds after the 15 th Inst thus v irtually re­ 
pealing the sev en months’ clause, contained 
in tbe circular of Jan. 3, 15 8 5 , ex tending 
the bonded period. 
The collectors were 
further instructed that they are not to ap­ 
prov e trau*portation bonds after the ex pira­ 
tion of the period of three y ears mentioned 
in the warehousing bond, thereby shorten­ 
ing tbe time by one month allowed under 
circular 2 8 3, of Jan. 15 , 18 8 5 . 
The whisky men hav e deriv ed v ery little 
benefit from tbe sev en month» ’ ex tension. 
Its effect was that $2 ,5 00,000 that should 
hav e been collected during the last fiscal 
y ear is still owed the g ov ernment 
Tbe 
first lot of whisky bonded under Secretary 
McCulloch’s order will hav e to trav el or pay 
tax es nex t week. 
There are about 1,000,000

TWO DISTRESSING ACCIDENTS. 


T hree Tonng P eople K illed by a t e s v 
motiv e*—Four B oy s D row ned. 

17.—The details 
of a sad accident on the Housatonio riv er 
railroad bridg e below this town, Saturday 
ev ening , are peculiarly distressing .

The round of organ and piauo-forte recit­ 
als which has continued w ithout cessation 
during the past m onth in the music-room 
w as brok en the otjier day by the court band or 
tna k ing of Siam, who, by tha t m onarch s 
special permission, have visited the western 
world to fulfill an engagem ent a t the Inven­ 
tions ex hibition. 
This was their first ap­ 
pearance. 
On the opening of the doors 
there was a trem endous rush of people, 
speedily filling the room to overflowing. 
The Siamese musicians, lik e most of the.r 
fellow-countrym en abroad, w ear ordinary 
European costume. 
For this special occa­ 
sion 
their 
uniform 
was 
a 
blue 
cap 
with patent leather peak , a blue forage 
jack et with brass buttons, a sash of gold, 
baggy breeches cf free-and-easy cut, w hite 
stock ings, and shoes. 
The hose is a courtly 
tok en, but is nevertheless for concert pur­ 
poses a superfluous article, seeing tha t the 
wearers squat upon the floor during their 
perform ances, w ith their legs tuck ed com­ 
fortably and com pletely under them. 
The instrum ents accordingly lie low, be­ 
ing, in point of fact, what, w ithout offense, 
m ight be term ed “floorers.” 
The audience 
gazed stolidly a t their instrum ents upon 
the platform for a quarter of an hour before 
the business began. 
Frequenters of the ex ­ 
hibition would recognize them as counter­ 
parts of the artistically-finished ex hibits in 
the Slam section outside, under its aw ning 
of white and red stripes, with the white ele­ 
phant stam ped around the border. 
A t each 
and stood a tun-bellied drum , richly inlaid 
w ith 
m o th er-of-peal, 
but these were for 
ornam ent rather than use. 
It was not until 
the concert began tha t a clear idea could bo 
formed of the several objects handled by the 
seventeen perform ers from the court of 
Siam. 
Tnen w hat had appeared a t a dis­ 
tance to be straight white rulers turned out 
to be Siamese flutes. 
Tho long wooden 
affairs, rudely fashioned lik e a guitar, 
-tending on short legs, and studded along 
the back bone with a dozen bridges, became a 
threc-strm ged instrum ent, tw anged with a 
1 it of wood held in the m usician’s right 
Land. The boat-shaped thing prove! to be a 
yielder of melodious sounds when th 
8 trans­ 
verse strips of wood were struck by the 
ham m ers of the perform er. 
Even the ves­ 
sels tha t were not unlik e spittoons m usically 
responded to a k nock . Although the m other- 
cl-pearl drum* were not used, liberal substi­ 
tutes were provided. 
There were tw o or 
three varieties of modest and im perfect 
stringed instrum ents, and the three pipes 
are blown a t the end, though in other re­ 
spects they are of the flute family. 
* The stock music of the court band 13, 
however, produced on the musical glasses 
principle, the m edium s being either hard 
wood or metal. 
The principal instrum ents 
ex quisitely ornam ented 
and inlaid.

E. W. Moon, of Sydney, Australia, is an 
underwriter, an l is in the city on a mission 
from the government of New South Wales 
to inspect’ fire protection appliances, espe­ 
cially 
electric fire-alarm signals. 
He will 
visit the principal cities of the country betore 
his return, and has already inspected the 
fire department a t San Francisco. 
Speak­ 
ing of the Australian fire system, he said to 
a reporter. 
“ There is room for great improvement in 
the fire department of Sydney. 
Formerly 
the entire expense of maintaining a fire 
brigade fell on the underwriters 
After 
much effort parliament passe i a bill in a 
measure relieving the insurance companies. 
Aside from a paid brigade, we are yet in 
such a primitive state tha t it is necessary to 
maintain volunteer organizations scattered 
through the city. 
V\ hen a fire breaks out 
it is the duty of the nearest policeman, or 
whoever detects the fire, to run to the near­ 
est engine-house, give the alarm, and no tify 
the firemen where the fire is located. 
The 
fire-bell is rung three times. 
The nearest 
engine-house then ring« It» bell, and so on 
over the city until the alarm becomes gen­ 
eral. 
It is a slow method. 
Bnfc we have 
never yet had a fire large enough to swsep 
away a whole block. 
This is partially, per­ 
haps mainly, due, however, to the fa ct tha t 
nearly all the buildings are of stone. 
In 
ether parts of the colony you can imagine 
from what I have said of Sydney that the 
fire protection is crude. 
New Zealand has 
absolutely nothing.”
